WATCHDOG’S 
‘WITCH HUNT 


‘I was victimised 7 claims 
care home whistle-blower 


An ex-policewoman has 
slammed the Government’s care 
watchdog, claiming it launched 
a “witch-hunt” against her be¬ 
cause she raised concerns about 
the quality of its inspections. 

Rebecca Prideaux, from 
Epsom, quit her job at the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) in 
May, after just nine months. 

She said that inadequate train¬ 
ing, inexperienced inspectors 
and a culture of shying away 
from making serious criticisms 
was resulting in failings at care 
homes going unchecked. 

The CQC rejected her criti¬ 
cisms, saying she resigned be¬ 
fore qualifying as an inspector 
and that in future it would be 
recruiting inspectors who were 
specialists in their field. 

Mrs Prideaux said the CQC 
“victimised” her after she is¬ 
sued warning notices to La Luz 
Residential Home, in Tadworth 
High Street, in January - one of 
several homes she inspected 
while still on probation and 
without being “signed off as 
competent” by the watchdog. 

She said when the home’s 
owner, Mr Soto, complained 
about the warning notices to her 
manager, Mrs Prideaux was 
told she could no longer conduct 
inspections alone.

The 37-year-old said: “There 
had been media interest in it and 
I felt I was almost a scapegoat. 

“I thought someone, some¬ 
where is on a witch hunt.” 

Mrs Prideaux left her job on 
the beat with Surrey Police in 
2007 after seven years to look 
after her elderly granparents 
and applied for the £40,000 posi¬ 
tion as a CQC inspector to 
“have a job which made a 
difference”. 

After a 10-week induction, end¬ 
ing in October last year, Mrs 
Prideaux said she conducted 
seven inspections on her own, 
even though she had not com¬ 
pleted the requisite number of 
“shadow” inspections during 
her training. 

On one of three shadow 
inspections she did complete, at 
Appleby House, in Epsom, she 
said several failings went unre¬ 
ported by an experienced 
inspector, including a claim by 
staff that men and women often 
ended up wearing each other’s 
underwear, but “some people’s 
views were, ‘they have dementia 
so it doesn’t matter anyway’.”

A spokesman for Care UK, which 
owns Appleby House, said: “We do not 
believe the quality of care provided to 
residents at the home in 
September 2012 fell 
below the required stan¬ 
dard in any way not iden¬ 
tified by the inspection. 

“There has never been 
any evidence, either in 
CQC’s inspection re¬ 
ports, or our own audits, 
to suggest that the team 
did not feel able to raise 
concerns at the home.” 

Mrs Prideaux said 
another home she in¬ 
spected alone, Birdscroft 
Nursing Home, in 
Ashtead, did not meet 
any of its essential re¬ 
quirements and she was 
surprised when a col¬ 
league, who wrote the re¬ 
port into its inspection 
while Mrs Prideaux was 
off sick, did not issue 
any warning notices 
demanding urgent action at the home. 

A CQC spokesman said it “felt that is¬ 
suing compliance actions was the most 
proportionate response in this case”. 

Mrs Prideaux said: “If you’re picked 
out as someone who isn’t going to tick 
boxes quietly you’re victimised. 

“Seventy-five per cent of my 



colleagues shied away from issuing 
enforcement.” 

Mrs Prideaux also said “five-star ho¬ 
tels and PowerPoint presentations” 
were inappropriate during her induc¬ 
tion and that training 
must be about “feet on 
the ground”. 

A CQC spokesman said 
Mrs Prideaux’s views 
were not shared by the 
“more experienced and 
specialist inspectors” 
who worked with her. 

He said: “Other new 
inspectors have been 
complimentary about 
their training. 

“We are changing the 
way we inspect, particu¬ 
larly to ensure all 
inspectors are special¬ 
ists in the areas they 
inspect.” 

The spokesman said 
the CQC’s induction 
mixed e-learning, 
taught sessions and IT 
and allowed new inspec¬ 
tors to apply what they 
have been taught in the workplace. 

He said: “New inspectors are advised 
that their learning does not stop once 
the induction has been completed. 

“There is also an expectation that 
inspectors are signed off as competent 
once their induction or probation is 
completed.”

Review delays move of hospital services 


Sutton Hospital is to lose 80 per 
cent of its services to Epsom 
and St Helier. 

The hospital is half empty but 
treats about 1,500 patients a 
week. 

Withdrawing from the site was 
part of the planned £219m rede¬ 
velopment of St Helier Hospital, 
but this has been delayed by the 
Better Services Better Value 
healthcare review. 

It emerged in April this year 
that the trust was proposing to 


move out of Sutton Hospital 
within a year to 18 months and 
will eventually sell the site. 

It has now been announced 
that 60 per cent of the hospital’s 
services will be moving to St He¬ 
lier, which treats 8,500 patients a 
week, and 20 per cent will be 
moving to Epsom, which treats 
nearly 4,900 a week. 

It is expected the move could 
save the trust at least £3m a 
year. 

Tim Wilkins, project director 


said: “The changes we’re 
proposing will improve the ser¬ 
vices we offer to our patients, 
improve the working environ¬ 
ment for our staff and will help 
us to balance the books. 

“We have £4.5m in capital to 
move our services and to up¬ 
grade facilities at both Epsom 
and St Helier.” 

A drop-in session on the plans 
is being held today from 3pm to 
5pm in the reception of Sutton 
Hospital. 


Health chief reports 
progress for hospital

A “different picture” of Epsom 
Hospital has emerged in the past 
12 months, according to its chief 
executive who highlighted the or¬ 
ganisation’s achievements at the 
trust’s annual public meeting last 
week. 

Members of the public were 
invited to a reception at Epsom 
Hospital, followed by a series of 
presentations from Matthew Hop¬ 
kins and members of the hospi¬ 
tal’s clinical and nursing teams. 

Mr Hopkins said that “while 
there is always room for improve¬ 
ment”, Epsom Hospital had made 
significant progress in the last 
financial year, 2012-13. 

He said: “Last year we were 
facing a different direction of trav¬ 
el for the organisation. Now per¬ 
haps there is an emerging picture 
of a different kind. 

“If you believe what the newspa¬ 
pers, nationally, and, to some ex¬ 
tent locally, tell us you would 
think your health service is under 
siege. Epsom Hospital’s annual 
report tells a different story.” 

Members of the audience heard 
that the trust’s predicted deficit at 
the end of April 2013 was down 
from £19.4m to £12.1m.

The trust made £16.5m worth of 
efficiency savings in 2012-13 and 
the target for this year is £19.9m. 

The trust’s total income was 
£343.6m and its expenditure 
£350m. £314m was spent on 

clinical services. 

Although the hospitals missed 
their targets for C diff and MRSA 
infections, they met the majority 
of other key standards including 
treating, admitting or discharging 
95 per cent of patients attending 
A&E within four hours. 

Mr Hopkins said the redevelop¬ 
ment of St Helier is on hold until 
the conclusion of the Better Ser¬ 
vices Better Value (BSBV) 
review as the trust 


has to “demonstrate we can afford 
the annual repayments on the 
investment”. 

He said the uncertainty of the 
review has had an impact on 
“recruitment and retention”. 

But, when asked how he felt 
about high standards for London 
hospitals being imposed on 
Epsom, he said: “We are in conver¬ 
sation with our commissioners as 
to how we might deliver those 
standards and whether they are 
affordable. Whether they are im¬ 
posed through a BSBV process or 
our discussions with local com¬ 
missioners there’s no doubt we’re 
very keen to aspire to them.”

Eight facing trial 

An Epsom man has denied vioent disorder 
on the night a student died following an 
alleged brawl outside a pub.

Mr Axelrod is among five of the defen¬ 
dants who pleaded not guilty to one charge 
of violent disorder each. 

They are all due to return to the same 
court on January 13 for trial.

Mosque meets its match 
in car chaos conundrum 


A plan to open a “car-free” 
mosque in Worcester Park has 
been rejected after council¬ 
lors described the idea as 
“tosh”. 

Sutton Council refused plan¬ 
ning permission for a mosque 
to be opened in the old Bank 
Chambers building in Green 
Lane near the junction with 
Green Lane at a heated meet¬ 
ing last Wednesday. 

The scheme was rejected 
after councillors on the devel¬ 
opment control committee re¬ 
fused to accept the developers 
claims that no one would 
drive to the mosque and said 
plans would exacerbate an al¬ 
ready-existing problem with 
traffic in the area. 

It is the second application to 
convert the building, which

has been abandoned for more 
than four years, into a mosque. 

The first application was 
thrown out last year on the 
grounds it would cause traffic 
chaos with no measures to 
stop up to 140 people coming in 
cars with no on-site parking. 

The more recent application 
reduced the capacity of the 
building to 95 and came with 
assurances from Cunnane 
Town Planners, contracted on 
behalf of the applicant, that 
no one would drive to the 
mosque as all its catchment 
live within 700m of the site. 

But the argument was 
dismissed by Councillor Tony 
Shields who called the 


presentation from Cunnane 
“tosh” and added: “You’ve 
used guesswork to come to the 
conclusion you’re looking for. 

“It will be gridlock. It does¬ 
n’t matter whether it’s a 
mosque, pilates or a bingo hall 
- that building is not suitable 
for public assembly.” 

The proposed mosque would 
have served the Ahle Sunnat 
Wal Jama’at branch of Islam. 

The nearest mosque for 
many worshippers in the area 
is in Kingston and the chair¬ 
man of the Kingston Mosque 
and Muslim Association, 
Javed Rafiq, said more 
mosques need to be opened in 
the area to ease the pressure 
on the East Road mosque. 

He said: “If the surrounding 
areas do not have mosques or 


places of worship then it puts 
a strain on us. We already 
have parking issues that we 
have to deal with. 

“The plans [for the Worces¬ 
ter Park mosque] were put 
forward by people living in 
the area. Seven-hundred me¬ 
tres is definitely walking dis¬ 
tance, I would have thought 
anyone going from Worcester 
Park would walk. 

“I think there is a climate of 
Islamophobia and it’s quite 
difficult to explain to people 
what having a mosque in their 
area would mean. They are 
places of worship but they’re 
also about promoting social 
cohesion and citizenship.” 

An appeal against the rejec¬ 
tion of the first application is 
set to be heard in November. 


Muslims buy former Worcester Park Tavern 


The South West London Is- 
maili Community has pur¬ 
chased the old Worcester 
Park Tavern, which closed 
in August last year and 
want to make it a centre for 
their community. 

The Islamic group wants 
to use the property to 
serve the “social, cultural, 


educational and religious 
needs” of its members. 

The Worcester Park Cen¬ 
tre is expected to contain 
an activity space, a small li¬ 
brary and an area for 
meditation and spiritual 
practices. 

The building will be 
maintained by volunteers 


and there is on-site parking 
with up to 54 spaces. 

A statement from the 
community said: “The com¬ 
munity are proposing to 
make very few changes to 
its external appearance. 

“Meditational practices 
and readings are held once 
a day and the use will 


generate less traffic, par¬ 
ticularly during the 
evening rush hour, than 
did the public house before.

KFC is off the menu at 


Residents celebrated a victory for 
“normal people taking on big cor¬ 
porations” after KFC lost an 
appeal to turn a historic Ewell pub 
into a fast-food restaurant and 
takeaway. 

Last December, to the delight of 
thousands of residents, Epsom 
Council’s planning committee re¬ 
jected an application by the fast- 
food giant to turn the Organ and 
Dragon, which was a pub and Thai 
restaurant, into a KFC because of 
concerns that it would have “an ad¬ 
verse impact on the highway’s 
safety”. 

KFC appealed to the Government’s

planning inspectorate, which held 
an inquiry held into the decision at 
Epsom town hall in May. 

But, a report published by the in¬ 
spectorate last week endorsed the 
councillors’ original decision. 

It stated: “Although the visibility 
of the proposed access and impact 
on neighbours’ living conditions 
would be acceptable, the impact of 
the scheme on the free flow of traf¬ 
fic and highway safety including 
parking and access by service 
vehicles would be severe. 


“It would have a seriously adverse 
impact on the safety and efficiency 
of London Road and the Ewell 
Bypass.” 

A second planning application 
submitted to Epsom Council by 
KFC for the same project, which 
aimed to address highway safety 
concerns, was also rejected by 
councillors in March. 

A spokesman for the Residents 
Against Fast Food campaign, 
which collected a petition against 
the applications, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted. It shows normal people 
can take on big corporations and 
win. If you’re not apathetic, you

can challenge those who are sup¬ 
posed to represent you to really 
act in best interests of their 
constituents.” 

A KFC spokesman told the Epsom 
Guardian that it is has now with¬ 
drawn both planning applications 
for the Organ and Dragon site, 
which it owns. 

She said: “We are obviously disap¬ 
pointed as we believe KFC would be 
a positive addition to Ewell. We re¬ 
spect the decision made by Epsom 
Council, and have withdrawn our 
planning application for this 
restaurant and are considering our 
options for the future of the site.”

Tories Intolerant and 
homophobic’ to MP

A “small group of intolerant” and 
homophobic Tories are behind the 
decision not to endorse Crispin 
Blunt as Banstead’s MP for the 
next general election, it has been 
claimed. 

Reigate and Banstead Conserva¬ 
tive Association’s executive coun¬ 
cil voted, last Tuesday, September 
24, not to automatically reselect 
Mr Blunt as its parliamentary can¬ 
didate. 

Mr Blunt said he was “disap¬ 
pointed”, but will be “seeking the 
support” of the full membership 
of the association, who will now 
have the final say. 

But local Tories, who believe 
there has been “no material 
change” in Mr Blunt’s record as 
MP since the last election, have 
questioned the motives behind the 
decision. 

Dr Ben Mearns, an association 
member and former Tory council¬ 
lor in Reigate, said: “Some of the 
executive council are quite intol¬ 
erant people and I believe the pri¬ 
mary reason for him not being 
voted for is his sexuality. 

“I can’t see any material change

in his performance. Crispin has 
always been liberal. Clearly for 
some people he’s too liberal. Some 
members of the Conservative 
Party are intolerant and we have 
tolerated these people for a long 
time.” 

Dr Mearns referred to an article 
in the Daily Telegraph, published 
in 2010, the year Mr Blunt came 
out as gay, in which Tony 


Collinson, the former association 
chairman, who Dr Mearns said 
has been co-opted on to its execu¬ 
tive council, said Mr Blunt would 
never have been picked if the 
truth about his sexuality had been 
known in 1997 - the year he was 
first elected. 

Andy Mountney, former chair¬ 
man of the constituency party, 
said: “As an outsider looking in 
I’m struggling to see a lot of differ¬ 
ence between Crispin now and 
five years ago other than his 
sexuality.” 

General Michael Steele, a mem¬ 
ber of the executive council who 
voted for Mr Blunt, added: “It is to¬ 
tally unnecessary, irresponsible 
and unreasonable. He has been a 
very good constituency MP and ju¬ 
nior minister. There was neither 
rhyme nor reason to it.” 

Rumours that London Mayor 
Boris Johnson was being lined up 
to replace Mr Blunt were branded 
“absolute rubbish” by the associa¬ 
tion’s chairman, Councillor Rita 
Renton. 

The association was given the 
chance to reply to the criticism, 
but referred all enquiries to the 
Conservative central office, which 
has yet to respond. 



Store application ‘backed’ by planners 


A supermarket claims council 
planners are likely to back re¬ 
vamped plans for an Aldi store 
in Ewell when it comes before 
Epsom Council this month. 

The German budget chain 
submitted a revised planning 
application at the end of July 
for a “modestly sized” 840sq m 
store in Kingston Road with 
eight flats and a 62-space car 
park. 

Rob Scadding, associate at 
Aldi’s planning consultant 
Planning Potential, said he ex¬ 
pected councillors to consider 


plans on October 10. 

Mr Scadding said: “We have 
had a positive response to the 
application. The letters of sup¬ 
port have outweighed the let¬ 
ters of objection.” 

He claimed that planning of¬ 
ficers were “minded to recom¬ 
mend approval”. 

Aldi’s original plans for the 
site were rejected in 2006 and 
revised plans were rejected 
again in 2007 following stiff 
opposition from neighbouring 
residents and businesses. 

But in 2009 it won a planning 


appeal for a scheme with nine 
flats that will use the slip road 
and Pinewood Place for 
access. 

Since then the site has been 
empty, but Aldi has bought up 
two adjacent houses and now 
proposes to have in and out ac¬ 
cess on to Kingston Road near 
the junction with Ruxley Lane.

Epsom Rotary Club has donat¬ 
ed £500,000 to provide a home 
for four women with learning 
disabilities to help them live 
independently. 

It is believed to be one of the 
biggest single charity dona¬ 
tions in Epsom’s history. 

The club bought a house in

£518,000, in February and it is 
currently being adapted to 
meet the needs of its future 
residents. The club has grant¬ 
ed a 125-year lease, at pepper¬ 
corn ground rent to the 
Grange, a Bookham-based 
charity for adults with 
disabilities. 

Terry Maggs, the club’s sec¬ 
retary and a trustee of 30 
years, said the house was 
bought “specifically for use by 
the Grange” using money 
from a trust that was started 
by a past president, the late 
Geoffrey Gumersall, an 


Epsom solicitor. 

The club has been building 
up the trust over 40 years 
through various bequests, in¬ 
cluding a major donation from 
Burt Umpelby, also deceased, 


who was another past presi¬ 
dent of the club and a local 
headmaster. 

Mr Maggs said: “The trust 
deed and benefactors wishes’ 
provided that the funds be 


invested in one property. 

“No other projects have re¬ 
ceived funds from this trust 
otherwise there would have 
been insufficient money to 
purchase a property.” 

He said that the trust was set 
up to provide a property for 
disadvantaged people and that 
most of the money from it has 
been used. 

Judith Walker, the charity’s 
chief executive officer, said:

Mr Batts was evacuated to north 
Devon during World War Two in 
1939, while she was placed in a vil¬ 
lage 12 miles away from her future 
husband a year later. 

She said: “Ed was in a well-estab¬ 
lished family and learned how to 
ride a horse and cart. He used to 
horseride out into the villages and 
I always said he spotted me then.” 

After the war ended they re¬ 
turned home to London, in her 
case Raynes Park, and Mr Batts to 
Bethnal Green. 

They first met at a London dance 
hall and “danced all night” 
together.

But Mr Batts, who was doing na¬ 
tional service and was smartly 


dressed in the uniform of a Life¬ 
guard, told her he could not see 
her again because he was being 
posted to Palestine. 

A year later, both were at the 
same dance again - and have been 
together ever since. 

Mrs Batts said: “He was very 
handsome. The first time we met 
he asked if he could walk me 
home. In those days it meant drop¬ 
ping you at your door and giving 
you a kiss goodnight. 

“I came through the front door 
saying ‘I’ve just been kissed by a 
Lifeguard’. 

“Destiny guided us together.” 

After living in Tooting Bee, while 
Mr Batts worked as a milkman, 
the couple moved to Earlsfield and 
Worcester Park, before moving to 
Epsom 20 years ago. 

Mrs Batts, who worked as a sec¬ 
retary, said the couple are long¬ 
standing members of the 
Evacuees Reunion Association 
and that the pair’s “happy time” as 
evacuees created a bond between 
them. 

She added: “He’s lovely and a 
thinker, and I’m a talker. 

“You fall in love and there’s all 
the romance, but you’ve got to be 
friends.” 

Mr Batts said that his wife is a 
“wonderful person and there’s not 
enough words I can say”.

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■ Now is a good time to think about some 
preparations you can make towards 
protecting your home this winter. 



There are some practical things that you can do to be 
ready for the diverse range of winter weather that we 
experience. Sutton and East Surrey Water pic and the 
Met Office host dedicated web pages to helpful advice 
on how you can protect your home from the effects of 
cold weather. 

Avoiding frozen pipes is a main concern as this can lead 
to burst pipes in various parts of the home. Insulation is 
particularly important for all the pipework and tanks in 
the loft or garage and for any other pipe work that may 
be exposed to the cold temperatures. 

If you are going away during the winter months it 
is advisable to leave the heating on low and ask 
someone to pop in and check on your property. 

If the property will be unoccupied for long periods, 
it is worth turning off the stopcock and draining 
down the system, leaving less risk of damage from 
leaking pipes or tanks. 

It is important to be aware of the location of your internal 


stopcock or valve, most often situated under the kitchen 
sink. The water supply can usually be switched off by 
turning the stopcock in a clockwise direction. It is a good 
idea to check the operation of the stopcock or valve just 
to ensure that it is functioning normally. 

If you are faced with a problem, it is advisable to call 
in a fully qualified plumber to stabilise and repair 
the problem. Don’t forget to turn the taps off once

a repair has taken place and return your stopcocks 
and valves to their normal position. 

There are many steps you can take to protect your 
home against water damage and a household check is 
strongly recommended in preparation for the cold and 
wet weather to come. 


Dealing with a 
plumbing emergency 

Unfortunately plumbing emergencies such as burst 
and frozen pipes do happen. Call for a plumber as 
soon as possible and take the following steps to 
stabilise the problem and minimise damage. 

Burst Pipes 

• Prevent water passing the point of the leak by 
turning off all stop valves. 

• Open, all cold water taps so that the pipe work and 
storage system drain quickly. 

• Switch off the boiler, immersion heater and any other 
water heating. 

• If water has leaked near your electrics or any 
electrical goods, switch them off at the mains and do 
not touch them until they have been checked over by 
a fully qualified electrician. 


Frozen Pipes 

• Turn off the mains water supply at the stop valve. 

• Ensure that your boiler is switched off. If the hot 
water system is frozen and the boiler is still alight it 
could lead to further problems. 

• Carry out visual pipe checks where possible. 

• Protect your belongings - move them away from the 
pipe to prevent water damage when the pipe thaws. 

• If the frozen pipe runs from a storage cistern and 
is not controlled by a valve, check if it has split. If it 
has, open all cold water taps in the system and flush 
the WC in order to empty the cistern. 

• If the pipe has not split then open the cold water tap 
nearest to the part of the pipe you think is frozen to 
allow the water to flow once the ice has melted. 

• Speed up the thawing process by applying a hot 
water bottle or heated cloth to the frozen area of the 
pipe. Start at the end nearest the tap and work back 
towards the cold water tank. 


Remember: 

• Never use an electrical appliance or an open flame 
such as a blowtorch to thaw out the ice. 

• Don’t try to thaw it too quickly as there may be splits 
in the pipe which are difficult to see. 

• Be careful, although water may be flowing from taps, 
other parts of the system may still be frozen.

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County ‘safe’ during 
firefighters’ walk-out

There were just two small fires in 
Surrey during last Wednesday’s 
firefighters’ strike and calls to 999 
dropped by 50 per cent. 

Surrey was the only place 
where striking firefighters were 
banned from working the entire 
nine-hour shift after the council 
claimed it would be a “logistic 
nightmare” to allow crews to 
leave work for four hours. 

The Fire Brigades Union (FBU), 
which organised the walkout over 
changes to pensions, staged a 
protest outside Surrey county 
hall. 

Specialist Group International 
(SGI) provided trained crews to 
make up numbers, but the fire 
service was only called out to a 
small rubbish fire in Addlestone 
and a car on fire in Cobham. 

Councillor Kay Hammond, 
Surrey’s cabinet associate for fire 
and police services, said: “We 
planned long and hard to ensure 
Surrey was safe during this 
dispute between the Government 
and the FBU. 

“Although we only had a couple 
of minor incidents I am confident 
our plans would have kept Surrey 
safe. 

“We all hope that the Govern¬ 
ment and the FBU can find an 
agreement but here in Surrey we 
are ready to put our plans into 
place again if required. 

“[Last] Wednesday the service 
received about 50 per cent fewer 
999 calls and I’d like to thank our 
residents and businesses who 
took extra care and also thank 
those firefighters who put their 
communities first and chose to do 
a full day’s work.” 

Adam Love, FBU representative 
at Epsom fire station, said last 
Wednesday: “We have been out 
today and a few people have said 
good luck in the campaign.” 

He said SGI is professional, but 
did not have valuable experience 
in fighting fires in different roles. 

He said: “When firefighters go 
through training you learn how to 
push a button and squirt a hose 
but you can’t learn experience.” 


The strike has been sparked by 
a dispute between the FBU and 
the Government over reforms to 
firefighters’ pensions. 

Matt Wrack, FBU general 
secretary, said: “This was solidly 
supported strike action by fire¬ 
fighters across England and 
Wales. It has demonstrated their 
anger and their determination. 

“This strike was a last resort 
after the Government refused to 
negotiate - and a warning shot 
that firefighters are serious about 


keeping a fair, safe and workable 
pensions scheme. 

“Firefighters across the country 
are reporting a fantastic response 
from the public, who seem to un¬ 
derstand that the Government’s 
proposals on pensions are 
ludicrous. 

“We have not ruled out further 
industrial action, but let’s hope 
common sense wins out, public 
safety is put first and the 
Government comes back open to 
compromise.” 


Nine arrested in Surrey border checks 


Nine people were arrested and 
six vehicles seized during an 
operation to target criminals 
crossing county borders. 

Surrey Police and the 
Metropolitan Police worked to¬ 
gether to stop more than 150 
vehicles at the border of 


Epsom and Ewell and Sutton 
on September 12. 

PC Nathan Marsh, from the 
Surrey Police roads policing 
unit, said: “We received infor¬ 
mation which suggested that 
criminals were using the 
Epsom and Ewell border to 


travel to commit offences. 

“We believed that by putting 
a number of resources in the 
area that this would demon¬ 
strate our robust approach to 
tackling cross border crime 
and bringing offenders to 
justice.” 

Sutton safer neighbourhood 
Chief Inspector Nick Collins 
said: “Operations like this 
send out a message that police 
take a robust approach in 
catching criminals and we will 
be supporting further such 
cross-border operations to 
keep residents safe.”

What should I feed my cat? 


T here is a vast choice of cat food 
available so how do you know 
which is best for your cat ? 

The first thing you should look for 
is a complete food. A complete 
food is one which provides all the 
nutrients your cat needs in the cor¬ 
rect proportions which means that 
you need not feed anything else. 
Be careful when looking at small 
tins and pouches as although these 
look very appealing they may not 
be complete and should only be 
fed as an occasional treat, as these 
do not provide your cat with all his 
nutrients.

cats. A kitten's growth rate is around 
15 times that of the human baby, 
so they need a good quality kit¬ 
ten food with high levels of protein 
and energy for the first 12 months 
of their lives to support this rapid 
phase of growth.

Adult 
foods are available in both wet and 


dry formats. An advan¬ 
tage of dry food is that 
after you have measured 
out your cat's daily por¬ 
tion, it can be left down 
all day so that your cat 
can visit and feed when¬ 
ever he wants.

Senior cats also have 
their own specific needs, 
so at around 7 years of 
age, as cats start to show 
signs of aging, move 
them to a senior food.

Sure, I have dabbled in 
some tomato-based frivolity, 
but I still consider myself to 
be very much a no dough 
kind of guy, writes Tom 

I . Ambrose . 

So I must admit I was ap¬ 
prehensive when asked to 
write about the subject of 
pizza. 

Then I thought, hang on - 
this could be an opportunity 
for me to find out more about 
this flexible food that has, for 
much of my life, passed me 
by. 

I went to Bakhtiar Shirazi, 
manager of Italian restau¬ 
rant Osteria Pulcinella in 
Twickenham, to learn more. 

He tells me that at his 
restaurant, one choice was 
particularly popular. 

He says: “We serve a pizza 


called Pizza Americano and 
it is our best-seller at Osteria 
Pulcinella. 

“It has your tradi¬ 
tional ingredients 
of cheese and 
tomato as well , 
as pepperoni 
sausages and 
chilli peppers 
on top. 

“So many peo¬ 
ple seem intent 
on killing their 
pallet by over-loading 
their pizzas with too 
much. 

“If you stuff it with too 
much cheese or put so much 
on top that you can barely 
pick it up in your hand, you 
are definitely doing some¬ 
thing wrong.” 

So for someone like me, I 
ask, who will refuse a take¬ 
away pizza on a Saturday 
night, is there any recipe 
that might take my fancy?

Bakhtiar suggests I try his 
personal favourite the next 
time I pass by his Church 
Street restaurant. 
“For me, the per¬ 
fect pizza is a 
f light pizza with¬ 
out too much 
going on,” he 
says. 

“My particu¬ 
lar favourite is 
a blend of an¬ 
chovies, capers 
and olives. Lots of 
people like pineapple with 
their pizzas but for me, it is 
not something that 
appeals.” 

I tell him I have tried a few 
different styles, but they had 
done little for me. 

How about a more unusual 
type of pizza? What about a 
base that is not afraid to 
“break the rules”? 

He says: “Some people 
quite like a mix of parma 


ham, rocket leaves and 
mozzarella. 

“To me, that is a little out of 
the ordinary.” 

In answering the age-old 
question of does a healthy 
pizza exist, Bakhtiar says: 
“Now that is a very good 
question and the answer is 
that pizza is flexible and per¬ 
sonal to the customer. 

“Anyone can make a pizza 
into anything they want. 

“You can have pizza with 
more healthy ingredients 
such as potatoes of course. 

“But the real answer is just 
to keep it simple, not over¬ 
load with cheese and to not 
have too much of a good 
thing.” 

I am still a pizza-sceptic but 
from this conversation with 
Bakhtiar, my mind has been 
broadened to try new and 
unusual flavours, instead of 
avoiding them in favour of a 
margherita.

I f you thought an iPad 
was just for tweeting, 
Facebooking, surfing 
the net and online shop¬ 
ping then you may have to 
think again, writes Andy 
Bloss. 

Jamie Allan puts a whole 
new spin on how to use the 
gadget in his new show 
iMagician. 

Having performed around 
the world for 10 years, 
Allan brings his debut na¬ 
tional tour to the UK where 
he blends technology with 
magic and illusion all en¬ 
hanced through cutting- 
edge projection and sleight 
of hand. 

The magician has worked 
alongside and designed ef¬ 
fects for stars such as co¬ 
median Tim Minchin, 

Sting, Blue, Leona Lewis 
and Jools Holland. 

Allan has also helped out 
with campaigns for Mer¬ 
cedes where he makes a 
new Mercedes A class ap¬ 
pear from thin air, he has 
also vanished and repro¬ 
duced a Robinson R22 heli¬ 
copter live on stage. 

The 36-year-old has done 
plenty of shows in America 
and Europe and hopes to 
take his new show to Las 
Vegas next year. 

He says: “We are putting 
the finishing touches to the 
show at the moment as it 


requires a lot of work and 
preparation. 

“Some of these se¬ 
quences, which last about 
two minutes, have taken 
two years to get ready. It 
was a bit of a nightmare at 
times, especially using four 
iPads at the same time. 

“What I am trying to do is 
use to our advantage the 
same technologies that are 
making some magicians 
obsolete. We have some 
amazing illusions with 
high-powered laser beams, 
flat screens, voice recogni¬ 
tion and virtual assistants. 

“We wanted to do this 
new show and we are real¬ 
ly excited about it as over 
the past five or so years I 
have been working with 
this new technology. 

“I did a trick 15 years ago 
where I would make ob¬ 
jects appear and disappear 
on a TV set so I have al¬ 
ways been interested in 
this kind of thing. 

“I love sleight-of-hand 
magic so what I also try 
and do is have lots of small 
cameras around me to film 
what I am doing so people 
can see it on screen around 
the stage. 

“I want to use technology 
to enhance the magic and I 
want to do magic with the 
technology so it goes hand 
in hand.”

Empty nest syndrome 
is a thing of the past 

Almost a third of parents have an adult child living at home 


The lack of affordable 
housing in Britain is 
increasing the emotional 
and financial burden on 
parents as their grown-up 
children can no longer 
afford to move out, new 
research has revealed. 

A ComRes poll of more 
than 1,100 parents with 
adult children aged 21 to 
40, conducted on behalf of 
the National Housing 
Federation, found that: 

■ Three out of 10 
parents have at least one 
adult child aged between 
21 and 40 living at home. 

■ Two-thirds of parents 
with at least one adult 
child living at home say 
they are doing so because 
they simply can’t afford to 
move out. 

■ Nine out of 10 parents 
with grown-up children 
believe there is not 
enough housing in Britain 
that people can afford. 

Helping first-time buyers make the move having grown-up children

closer together, other 
parents were not so 
positive. A fifth say 
having a grown-up child 
living at home has caused 
them stress, and a further 
fifth say it had caused 
family arguments. 

One in 10 parents say 
having a grown-up child 
living at home has caused 
them to fall into debt. 

Parents in higher 
income brackets are more 
likely to have at least one 
grown-up child living at 
home. More than a third of 
parents, with grown-up 
children with a household 
income of more than 
£30,000, have at least one 
of their adult children 
living at home, compared 
to a fifth of parents with 
adult children with a total 
household income of 
£30,000 or less. 

More than a third (41 per 
cent) of parents with at 
least one adult child living 
at home say they are doing 
so because the cost of 
living away from home is 


too high, while a further 
fifth (22 per cent) say they 
are living at home while 
they save up for a deposit. 

National Housing 
Federation chief executive 
David Orr, said: “Empty 
nest syndrome is 
becoming a thing of the 
past. Rather than waving 
their children off as they 
grow up and move out, 
parents are stuck with 
kids in their 30s still living 
at home. Moving out and 
setting up a family home 
of your own is a normal 
rite of passage. Yet as 
rents, mortgages and 
deposits continue to soar 
out of reach, it is no 
longer an option for many. 

“We’re delaying 

adulthood for grown-up 
kids who are left stuck in 
their childhood bedrooms. 

“Parents are also 
trapped, unable to move 
on with their lives and 
benefit from the freedom 
which comes when their 
sons and daughters move 
out.” 


According to one housebuilder 
now is the ideal time for fed-up 
parents to help their children 
finally fly the nest. 

Under the Government- 
backed Help to Buy scheme, 
first-time buyers can secure a 
new Taylor Wimpey home for 
80 per cent of its full price - 
including a deposit for as little 
as five per cent. 

Jason Stokes, regional sales 
and marketing director for 
Taylor Wimpey South East 
said: “One of the reasons we 
suspect many adults are still
